Wo  maxim  is  more  jufl:,  no  principle  of 
a<flion  more  ufeful  in  its  tendency  than  this, 
**  That  the  pofTeffion  of  any  gift,  is  a  call  for 
its  excfcife ;" '  nor  is  there  any  pan  of  the 
moral,  or  intelledual  fyftem,  which  is  exempted 
from  the  operation  of  this  rule. 

it  is  the  law  of  Providence,  and  it  is  con- 
firmed by  the  divine  injundion  recorded  in 
the  words  of  Chrift  to  his  Difciples  j  "  Freely 

A  2  ye 
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ye  have  received,  freely  give."  In  proportion 
therefore  to  every  talent  wrhich  is  committed 
to  our  truft  as  rational  and  rcfponfible  beings, 
there  is  a  correfpondeni  demand  upon  us  for 
its  right  ufe,  and  beneficial  application.

But  of  all  the  blefTings  that  ever  were  beftow- 
cd  upon  frail  and  fallible  creatures  fuch  as  wc 
are,  there  is  none  in  which  our  prefent  and 
eternal  interefts  are  fo  deeply,  and  fo  univerfally 
involved,  as  in  thofe  revealed  communications 
of  the  will  of  God  to  man,  which  are  con- 
tained in  the  Sacred  Scriptures.  Thefe  writings, 
delivered  **  at  furidry  times,  ard  in  divers 
manners,"  by  "  *  Holy  men  of  God,  who  fpakc 
as  they  were  moved  by  the  Holy  Ghoft,"  arc 
exprcfsly  declared  to  be  written  for  our  learn- 
ing. It  is  in  thefe,  and  in  thefe  alone,  that 
every  ferlous  and  well  regulated  mind  may- 
difcover  all  the  efl'ential  truths  concerning 
the  manifefVation  of  God's  ways  to  man, 
and  all  the  required  obedience  of  man  to 
God,.

Whatever 
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Whattvtf  phildfophy  may  bbaft  b(  the  light 
of  nature,  whatever  the  powers  of  rcafon  by 
their  moft  unwearied  exertions  may  have  in- 
vcftigated,  yet  all  who  can  juftly  appretiate 
the  ineftimablc  piivilegc  of  pofleffing  the 
written  Wdrd  of  God,  that  word  which  in 
Author  "  *  has  magnified  above  all  things," 
will  moft  gratefully  and  devoutly  acknowledge 
that  this  is  the  fole  authentic  repofitoiy  of 
divine  wifdom,  truth,  mercy,  and  confolation 
to  mankind. 

Of  this  great  blefllng  it  has  pleafed  Al- 
mighty God  of  his  infinite  goodnefs  to 
make  us  partakers :  it  is  a  gift  which  we 
have  "  freely  received ;"  the  legacy  of  Heaven, 
tranfmitted  to  us  through  many  generations 
by  the  God  of  our  Fathers ;  and  which  we 
arc  bound  not  only  to  preferve  among  our-« 
felves,  but  alfo  to  propagate  as  widely  ^ 
pomble  for  the  general  benefit  of  our  fellow 
creatures. 

The  occafion  therefore  on   which   we  arc 
now     afTembled    concerns    not    merely    thc^

welfare 
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\yclfare  ©f  tl^  prefent  times,  iSt  of  the  ptc- 
fcnt  race  of  men,  but, .  through  the  inilru- 
mentality  of  this  inflitution,  may  extend  itSi 
influence  to  the  moft  remote  periods.  Under 
fbch  an  impreflion,  let  us  proceed  to  confider, 
firft,  our  obligation  to  impart  to  the  reft  of 
mankind  the  bleffings  of  revealed  truth,  which 
have  been  freely  given  to  ourfelves ;  and.fe- 
condly,  the  moft  ellcdual  means  of  performing 
this  duty.  .'.:''.. 

I.  As  members  of  a  Chriftian  eflablifliment 
we  are  bound  to  promote  any  meafUre  that 
may  tend  to  co-operate  with  the  igrejit  dcfigns 
of  God  in  the  extcnfion  and  generjal  diiFuffion 
of  his  Gofpel. 

There  are  alfo  the  mofV  -cogent  reafons  why 
we  of  this  Country  fhpuld  be  of  all  others 
tnoft  zealous  in  this  good  caufe. 


Amidft  the  wreck  of  nations,  and  the  con- 
vullions  with  which  Europe  has  been  fo  long 
agitated,  it  has  pleafed  God  flill  to  preferve  to 
us  the  undiflurbed  polfeifion  of  our  unrivalled 
coniHtution  in  Church  and  State  :  we  have 
the  free    and    unreAri(5led   ufe   of   the   Holy 

Scriptures; 
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Scriptures;    we  are   poffcflfed  of  a    form   of 
religious  wor/hip  approximating  as  nearly  a» 

pomWe  to  the  purity  of  primitive  Chriflianity; 
and  incalculably  great  have  been  the  benefits 
refulting  to  u«  from  this  fource.     For,  if  we 
have  been  preferved  from  that  moral  anarchy 
in  which  fc  many  others  have  been  involved; 
if  thofe  virtues,  of  which  a  national  fenfc  of 
religion  is   the   foundation  and  the  fupport, 
have  been  and  are  ftiU  in  any  degree  cultivated 
amongft  t|s,  we  owe  it  to  the  efficacy  of  the 
Gofpel,  to  the  power  of  its  reftraints,  to  the 
influence   of  its  principles.     And  ought  not 
this  confideration  to  excite  iii   us  an  ardeni 
zeal  for  the  continual  increafe  and  propaga- 
tion of  thcfc  bleffings  ia  other  Icfs  favourcA 
regions  ? 


Whoever  is  a  faithful  fervant  of  Chrift  muft 
above  all  things  be  anxious  to  promote  the 
honour  of  his  heavenly  Mafter;  muft  wi/H 
that  his  Kingdom  ihould  be  extended  to  the 
utmoftpoffible  degree;  that  all  kings  Ihould 
fall  down  before  him  ;  that  all  nations  (hould 
do  him  ferviee  :  whoever  juftly  apprctiates  the 
ineAimablc  bcnefits^  of  that  redemption  which 

Chrift 
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Chrift  hai  purchafcd  for  us,  mufl  wifli,  that 
as  our  Weflcd  Saviour  died  for  all  mankind,  fo 
alfo  the  knowledge  of  thofc  faying  truths,  the 
light  of  that  glorious  Gofpel  fliould  be  uni* 
vcrfally  diffufed  throughout  the  world.  When 
therefore  we  turn  our  attention  to  the  ndtual 
ftate  of  things  i  when  we  conftdcr  that  there 
are  at  this  time  fo  many  millions  of  our 
fellow  creatures,  not  merely  utter  ftrangcrs  to 
the  name  of  Chrift,  not  merely  immrrfed  in 
the  thickcft  darkncfs,  but  funk  intq  the  groiTeft 
idolatry,  and  polluted  with  crery  impure  rite, 
and  deteflable  abomination;  do  not  our  heart£ 
burn  within  us  ?  do  not  we  feci  the  moft 
anxious  defire  to  rcfcue  them  from  that  ftatc 
of  wrelchednefs  and  dcgraJation  into  which 
they  are  fallen  ?  We  arc  naturally  moved  with 
compaflion  at  the  fight  of  human  mifery  j  and 
we  account  hina  hard  and  unfeeling  who  can 
witnefs  the  diftreffes  of  his  fellow  crcaturts 
without  at  leafl:  endeavouring  tp  relieve  them. 
But  afi  thp  foul  i$  of  ipfinUely  more  impprtr 
ft;>pe  than  the  jbpdy,  it  muA  be  cppfidered  as 
the  greatefl:  of  aU  calamities,  to  be  precluded 
from  participating  in  thofe  bleflings  which 
iverp  gjfacipufly  intcudisd  /or  the^jensral  hcncfit 
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of  all  mankind  j  to  havft  no  acccfs  to  that 
fountain  of  living  water,  the  only  remedy  for 
every  fpiritual  malady. 

Jn   thi4    highly  favoured    Country   indeed 
no  one  is  expcfed   to  fo  great  an  evil  j  and 
we  have    the    happinefs     of    witnefling    the 
formation  of  an  inftitution  whofe    objedt  it 
is  more  efFediually  to   fccure  to   the  inferior 
claflcs    of   fociety  the    bencHts    of    religious 
inftrudlion:  a   more    meritorious  and    praifc- 
worthy    inftitution     could    not    4iave     been 
dcvifed ;  and  with    the  bleffing  of  Almighty 
Cod,  it  cannot  fail  to  be  produdive  of  in- 
calculable advantage  to  the  community.     But 
though  it  is  our  duty  in  the  firft  inftance  to 
attend  to  the  fpiritual  wants  of  thofe  who, 
being  natives  of  the  fame  Country  with  our- 
fclves,  have  a  more  immediate  claim  to  our 
charitable  exertions,  let  us  not  fuppofe,  that 
having   done  this  we  have    done  all   that  is 
required  from  us.     Charity  is   not  to  be  re- 
ftrifted  by  local  confiderations  :  and  the  fame 
motives  which  prompt  us  to  adminifter  to  the 
fpiritual   neceffities  of  our  own  countrymen, 
VIZ.  the  glory  of  God,  and  the  welfare  of  our 
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fellow  creatures,  fliould.alfo  incline  us  to  dif- 
tribute  this  heavenly  Manna  to  all  who  are 
in  need  of  it ;  and  to  unfold  the  glorious 
truths  of  Chriftianity  to  all  who  are  un- 
acquainted with  them. 

The  fpirit  of  our  religion,  as  the  occafion 
on  which  we  are  met  together  fully  teilifics, 
does  not  limit  its  regard,  or  its  operations  to 
the  narrow  circle  of  a  Kingdom,  or  Country. 


Though  Chriftianity  exalts  its  head  to  Hea- 
ven, yet,  while  it  walks  on  earth  it  is  anxious  to 
vifit  cve.-y  clime,  to  ftretch  forth  its  hand  to 
every  inhabitant  of  the  globe.  It  fympathizes 
with  all  the  forrows,  and  all  the  wants  of  man. 
It  is  convinced,  that  thefe  forrows,  and  thcfc 
wants,  principally  arife  from  the  ignorance, 
the  abufe,  or  the  negledt  of  the  Gofpel. 
It  looks  around  therefore  and  fees  and  la- 
ments that  whole  nations  are  "  ♦Perifhing  for 
lack  of  knowledge  ."  It  looks  into  the  Bock 
of  revealed  truth,  and  th^re  learns  from  the 
fure  word  of  prophecy  that  the  period  (hall

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come,  when  "  *The  earth  wiU  be  full  of  the 
knowledge  of  the  Lord,  as  the  waters  cover 
the  fea ,"  that  "  f  All  the  ends  of  the  earth 
will    remember    themfelves,    and    turn    unto 
the  Lord;"  that  "  {  The  ifles   fhall  wait  for 
him,  and  the  fhips  of  Tarfhifli  firft,  to  bring 
their  filver  and  their  gold  unto  the  name  of 
the  Lord  their  God ;"  that  "  ^  They  /hall  come 
from  far,  from  the  north,  and  from  the  weft, 
and  from   the  land  of  Sinim;"  that  "jj  The 
Gentiles  (hall  come  to  the  light  of  their  Re- 
deemer, and  kings  to  the   brightnefs  of   his 
fifing ;"  when  all  nations  (hall  flow  unto  him, 
and  (hall  be  gathered  together  to  fee  his  glory ; 
and  •'  f  All  flefli  (hall  come  to  worfhip  before 
the  Lord."

Animated  with  this  profpC(5t ;  and  fenfible 
that  it  plcafes  God  to  employ  the  agency 
of  man  as  the  inftrument  of  conveying  his 
ble(rmgs  to  our  fellow  creatures,  the  Chrif- 
tian,  according  to  the  meafure  of  his  oppor- 
tunities, will  endeavour  to  impart  to  all,  of  every

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condition,  language,  and  colour,  that  blcffing 
wherewith  he  himfclf  has  been  blefled  of  God. 


The  profufc  and  lavifli  diftribution  of  any 
temporal  gift  may  tend  to  the  impoverifli- 
ment  of  its  pofTcfTori  but  in  the  diffufion 
of  fpiritual  gifts  it  is  far  otherwife.  For 
here,  according  to  the  divine  promife,  "  *  the 
liberal  foul  (hall  be  made  fat,  and  he  that 
watereth,  {hall  be  watered  alfo  himfelf:" 
the  bleffing  not  only  returns  into  his  own 
bofom,  but  returns  with  increafed  meafure. 
Even  angels  and  miniftering  fpiri^s  "  "I-  Who 
are  fent  forth  to  minifter  unto  them  who  (hall 
be  heirs  of  falvation,"  arc  reprefented  by 
the  voice  of  truth  as  rejoicing  over  one  finncr 
that  repenteth,  becaufe  every  fuch  addition  to 
the  redeemed  in  Heaven  is  a  new  triumph  of 
grace,  and  a  new  fubjedt  of  glory  to  the  ce- 
leftial  hoft. 

Supported  then  by  the  word  of  prophecy  on 
the  one  hand,  and  encouraged  by  every  m  ,'- 
tive  of  Chriftian  philanthropy  on  the  other.

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what  Chriflian  will  not  rejoice  to  become  a 
partaker  and  an  afliftant  in  this  great  work ;  that 
the  name,  and  "  *  the  ways  of  ocr  God  may 
be  kiiown  upon  earth,  his  faving  health  among 
all  nations  V 


Among    the    extraordinary    difpenfations 
which   have  marked  the  eventful    period  of 
our  own    times,    it    has    been    the    gracious 
will  of  Providence  not  jnly  to  profper  the 
counfels    and  efforts   of    our   rulers  for  the 
fecurity   of  our   own   nation,  but  alfo  by   a 
feries  of  uninterrupted  fucceflcs  to  enlarge  our 
territorial  poficffions  in  the  eaft  to  an  unex- 
ampled degree.     It  has  been  calculated  that 
the   population  of  Britifh  fubjedls   in  India 
amounts  to  no  lefs  a  number  than  lixty  mil- 
lions :  lixty  millions  of  our  fellow  creatures 
under  the  dire<fl  control  and   influence   of  a 
Chriftian,  and  a  proteflant  government,  and 
flill   abandoned    to   an   idolatrous,    debating, 
cruel  fuperftition  !    It  is  impoffible,  without 
horror,   to   contemplate   the  abominations  of 
the  Hindoos,  both  in  their  rites  and  pradiccs;.

••  P»»lm  Ixvii.  vei .  i. 
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and  the  atrocities  which,  under  the  name  of 
religion,  arc  openly  perpetrated  in  that  part  of 
India  which  is  immediately  fubjecSt  to  our  em- 
pire. From  the  accredited  accounts  of  thefe 
enormities,  the  duty  and  the  ncceffity  of  im- 
parting to  the  natives  the  truths  of  the  Gof- 
pcl,  have  been  powerfully  imprefled  on  every 
feeling  heart.  A  cry  of  companion  for  this 
vail:  portion  of  our  fellow  men,  and  fellow 
fubjeds,  "  lying  in  darknefs,  and  the  fliadow 
of  death,"  has  refounded  throughout  the 
kingdom.  This  public  fentiment  is  regiftered 
in  the  annals  of  our  national  fenate :  and  the 
refolution  pafTed  on  that  momentous  occafion 
is  (o  intimately  conneded  with  the  great  caufc 
which  is  now  before  us,  that  I  cannot  forbear 
felcding  one  part  of  it,  as  a  tcftimony  of 
public  piety  and  pubHc  juftice.  It  is  there 
ilated,  **  that  it  is  the  duty  of  this  Country  to 
promote  the  intere/ls  and  happinefs  of  the  na- 
tive inhabitants  of  the  Britiili  dominions  in 
India;  and  that  fuch  meafures  ought  to  be 
adopted  as  may  tend  to  the  introdudion  among 
them  of  ufeful  knowledge,  and  religious  and 
moral  improvement."  As  long  as  this  refolu- 
tion 
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tion  remains  on  the  records  of  the  BritiQi  fe- 
nate,  fo  long  will  it  be  an  imperious  obligation 
on  all  who  love  and  honour  their  country  to 
unite  in  every  rational  plan  which  may  con- 
duce to  the  furtherance,  and  execution  of  this 
great  national  objedt. 

II.  To  devife  fuch  means  as  may  mod  efFec« 
tually  tend  to  the  accomplishment  of  this 
work,  mult  require  much  v/ifdom,  forefight^ 
and  deliberation. 


To  overcome  the  religious  prejudices,  and 
fubvert  the  religious  eftablifhmcnts  of  an 
immenfe  populauon,  cemented  as  they  arc 
by  the  authority  of  many  ages,  and  con- 
firmed by  the  powerful  afcendency  of  cor- 
rupt and  fcnfual  propeniities,  requires  con- 
fummate  prudence,  found  difcretion,  and  the 
moft  judicious  management.  Great  are  the 
difficulties  of  fuch  an  undertaking :  and  in- 
deed, confidering  thefe  obftacles,  as  a  quef-i 
tion  of  human  policy,  or  conveniency,  or  ex- 
pediency, as  a  mere  fubjedi  of  civil  economy, 
er  territorial  influence,  we  cannot  be  furprized 
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that  fome,  who  arc  eminently  wife  in  the  wif- 
dom  of  this  world,  fhould  have  fo  ftrcnuoully 
objcfted  to  the  unrcfcived  introdudion  of  re- 
ligious knowledge  into  India.  But  when  the 
eventual  happincfs  of  millions  is  fufpcnded  on 
the  ifliie  of  an  attempt  which  the  manifcft 
courfe  of  Pr«|tdence  fuggefts  and  enables  a 
mighty  nation  to  undertake,  for  the  glory  of 
God,  and  confidently  with  his  declared  will 
and  prophecy,  that  «'  *  the  Gofpcl  of  his  king- 
dom fliall  be  preached  in  all  the  world,  for  a 
witnefs  to  all  nations;'*  though  the  mode  of 
conveying  this  knowledge  may  admit  of  vari- 
ous trials,  and  various  opinions,  yet  no  Chrif- 
tian,  whether  in  his  private,  or  public  charac- 
ter, can  hefitate  to  ufe  his  moil  ardent  ex- 
ertions to  carry  into  full  effed  the  wife  and 
pious  deliberations  of  the  Britifli  legiflature. 

In  a  cafe  like  the  prefent  we  are  not  to  be  de- 
terred by  the  mere  difficulty  of  the  undertak- 
ing J  for  what  cannot  adtive,  zealous,  Chrif- 
tian  charity  atchieve  ?  "  By  faith,"  faid  our 
Xord  to  his  Dirciples,  **  ye  may  remove  moun-

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tains:"    and  by  charitj,  obftacles,  apparently 
the  moft  infoperablcy  may  be  furmoanted. 

*  Fronr'.one  mcflfitre  indeed,  which  we  have  rea- 
fon  to  h^  will  fpeedily  be  adopted,  the  moft 
favowrablc  reAilt  may,  by  the  blefHng  of  God, 
be  ezpeaed.     The  iiitroduAioh^  an  Ecclefi- 
ailical  eftabliihrneat  into  India,  fimilar  to  our 
own  in  principle,  form,  and  toleration,  with- 
out attempting  to  impofe  any  reftraint  upon  the 
confcience,  or  opinions  of  the  natives;   and 
with  the  moft  liberal  encouragement  of  learn- 
ing,  by  the  difperfion  of  the  Sacred  Scriptures, 
and  the  form^tidn  of  fchools  in  every  diftri^  j 
will  entitle  the    fupreme    head   of   our    na- 
tion to  be  diftinguiftied^  in  the  language  of 
prophcfy,  as  "  the  riurfing  Father"  of  a  Chrif- 
tian  Church  throughout  his  Oriental  Empire. 

There  is  alfo  a*  this  jundhire  a  remarkable 
concurrence  of  caufes  which  feem,  by  the 
hand  of  Providence,  to  condudl  us  towards 
the  fuccefsful  termination  of  our  purpofe. 

The  tranllation  of  the  Scriptures  into  many 
of  the  vernacular  languages  of    the  Eaft ;  a 

C  general 
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general  zeal  to  diffcminate  an  acquaintance 
with  the  truths  of  the  Gofpd ;  the  difc^yciy 
of  a  Chriftian  Church  approaching  in  orthodoxy 
the  Proteftapt  Chinches  in  Europe j  the  un- 
limited  extcnfion  of  our  naval  and  commercial 
powers  what  are  thefe  but  "  the  fjgns  of  the 
times."  whiqj^ark  "  this  «ra,  as  the  period 
*'  freely  to  give,  what  wc  have  freely  received  ?" 

...  But  we  arc  debtors  not  only  to  our  Oriental, 
but  in  a  mil  higher  degree  to  our  African 
brethren. 

That  vaft  Continent  is  faid  to  contain 
near  two  hundred  millions  of  inhabitants; 
almoft  all  of  whom  are  either  heathens,  who 
know  not  God ;  or  the  blind  followers  of  a 
falfe  Prophet. 

With  many  parts  of  this  coaft  an  inter- 
courfe  has  long  been  kept  up  by  means  of 
Britifh  commerce.  But  what  a  commerce? 
Let  the  blood  of  Africa  which  was  poured 
forth  without  intermiffion,  and  without  mercy; 
anfwer  this  queftion.  Her  injuries  were  deep' 
her  cries  afccnded  up  to  Heaven.     Por  ages 

flic 
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Ac  had  in  vain  deplored  the  depopulation  of 
her  coaftc^  and  the  wrongs  of  her  hardy  race 
and  infant  children  J  torn  from  her  bofom  to 
labour  and   to  "perifli  on  foreign  and  diftant 
fliores.      At    ichgth    her    lamentations    were 
heard;  her  injuries  were  redrefled.     The  decree 
of  liberty  went  forth  ;  and   v^  both  an  ac- 
knowledg'rtlfcrit  (5f '  our  former  offences,  and  a 
pledge  of  our  retOgniaing  the  miferabld  fbn$ 
of  Africa  for  our  brethren  j  arid  as  fuch,  capable 
of  every  blcflirig   of  >yhich   man    can   parti- 
cipate.     To  redeem  this  facred  pledge  is  an 
obligation   of    the  highcft    kind     upon     our 
Country;    and    whijc  every  good    man    will 
labour  to  prevent  the  recurrence  of  thofe  evils, 
under  whi^rh  fo  large  a  portion  of  our  fellow 
creatures  groaned;  he  will  alfo  labour  to  pro- 
mote their  fpirittial   happiniefs,  by  communi- 
cating to  them  that  word  of  life  which  alone 
can  **  make  them  free  indeed."

As  to  the  beft  mode  of  in^parting  the  bleffings 
of  the  Gofpel,  in  additiqn  to  the  difperfion  of  the 
Sacred  Scriptvufes,  the  moil:  obvious  and  pradll* 
cable  methods  feem  to  be  the  employment  of  ac- 
credited and  eftablifhed  Miffionaries;  and  toe 
formation  of  fchools    for  the   inftrudion    o£ 

C  2  children 
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children  in  the  elements  of  Chriftian  know- 
ledge. 

In  fpcaking  of  accredited,    and  eftablifli- 
ed  Miffionaries,  far  be  it  from  us  to  queftion 
the  zeal,  or  to  difparage  the  pious  efforts  of 
thofe  who  h^  been  fent  forth  from  other 
quarters.     Bpt,  as  a  national  mcafure.  we  can- 
not   but  rather  wifli  that  they  who  arc  fent 
forth  as  miniftcrs  and  mcffengcrs  from  our 
Zion,    fhould    be  genuine   members  of  our 
united  Church ;  and  that  this  Country  ihould 
be  honoured  with  the  glorious  work  of  ercding 
the   Kingdom  of   Chrift  upon  the  ruins  of 
idolatry,  fuperftition,  and  cruelty. 

It  is  unncceflary,  before  this  audience,  to  ex- 
patiate  on  the  othermode  of  imparting  the  blef- 

fingsofreligiontothcinhabitantsofotherclimcs, 
by  elementary  inftrudtion  in  the  Divine  truths. 
It  IS  a  method  than  which  none  can  be  more 
fimpZe;  more  unqucftionablc  in  its  nature- 
more  certain  in  its  operation :  and  we  hav^ 
.  f  *  '"PPinefs  of  w.tneffing  in  this  our  land 
m  beneficial  effefts  on  our  civil  snd  religious 
improvement.'  ^ 

To 
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To  conclude :  though  in  many  parts  of  the 
Divine  difpcnfationa  it  is  not  for  us  to  Jtnow 
"  *  the  times  and  the  feafons,  which  the  Father 
hath  put  in  his  own  power,"  yet  there  is  a 
point  or  crifis  in  the  affairs  of  a  nation,  on 
which  its  pro/pcrity  in  this  world,  and  the 
future  happiness  of  its  people  in  the  next  may 
eflentially  depend. 

*'  Unto  whom  much  is  given,  of  him  much 
alfo  will  be  required." 

God  has  very  highly  cjalied  us  above  other 
nations  .*  he  has  called  us  to  be  the  inftru- 
ments  of  reftoring,  and  wc  truft,  of  perpe- 
tuating freedom  and  fecurity  in  many  parts  of 
Europe,  which  had  long  groaned  under  the 
tyranny  of  the  great  diAurber  and  deftioyer  of 
mankind. 

He  now  feems  to  call  us  to  perform  a 
ftill  more  important  work :  he  calls  us  to 
refcue  many  millions  of  our  fellow  creatures 
from  fuperiUtion,  from  idolatry,  from  every 
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kind  of  moral  pollution;  "  to  turn  them 
from  darkneff  to  light,"  from  the  power  of 
Satan,  "  to  the  glorious  liberty  of  the  Sons 
of  God." 

Let  us  then  with  temperate,  benevolent, 
and  united  7«d,  proceed  to  employ  fuch 
refources  as  have  been  committed  to  us, 
either  in  our  individual  or  public  capacity,  for 
the  promotion  of  this  Chriftian  meafure;  that 
we  may  acquit  ourfelves,  and  be  grsci^ufly 
recompcnfed,  as  wife  and  faitnful  ftewards  of 
every  good  gift  vehich  our  Heavenly  Mafter 
has  cntruaed  to  us  for  the  good  of  our  Country, 
and  for  tlie  happinefs  of  mankind. 

•  True  it  is  that  all  ourcfForts,  however  zealous, 
libwevtr  w€ll  dircded,  will  ftill  faU  unlefe  they 
are  aided  by  the  Divine  afliftance  :  «'  Paul 
may  platu,  Apollos  may  water,  but  it  is  God 
alone  ulio  can  give  the  increafe."  V/e  may 
howrver  humbly  hope,  if  our  exertions  are 
diredVed  upon  true  Chriftian  principles,  re- 
gulated by  prudence,  and  tempered  with  dif- 
cretion,  that  God  will  vouchfafe  to  blefs  our 
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pious  endeavours  to  promote  his  glory,  and  the 
welfare  oTour  brethren. 


We  know  not  indeed  the  time  when  this  great 
work  fhall  be  brought  to  pafs :  and  for  reafonsto 
us  infcrutablc,  our  utmoft  pains  may  not  pro- 
ducc  the  defired  effea :  but  ie^ius  not  fuppofc 
that  even  in  that  cafe  our  laboLrs  will  have  been 
fruitlefs  i  fomc  progrefs  we  may  at  leaft  be 
permitted  to  make  in  preparing  the  way  for 
this  great  objecfl;  and  we  may  be  aiTured  that 
God,  by  w}  n  no  good  work,  no  good  in- 
tention is  unheeded,  will  gracioufly  accept 
our  fcrviccs,  and  reward  our  pains. 

Having  thus  zealouOy  difcharged  our  duty  to 
the  utmoft  of  our  ability,  vee  may  with  faith  anti. 
cipate  that  glorious  period  when  there  (hall  be, 
not  only  a  genfiral  profcflion  of  our  religion,' 
but  alfo  a  ge^al  conformity  to  its  precepts  j 
when  tlie  kingdom  of  Chrift  fhall  be  ex- 
tended over  all  nations;  when  "  The  ftone 
cut  out  without  hands  (hall  become  a  great 
mountain,  and  fill  the  whole  earth."  *

CHARTER, 

And  of  the  Proceedings  of  the  Sgcietit 
for  the  Propagation  of  the  Gofpel  in 
Foreign  Parts,  from  the  19th  Day  of 
February,  181 3,  to  the  i8th  Day  of 
February,    1 8 1 4. 

KING  William  III.  was  gracioufly  pleafed, 
on  the  1 6th  of  June,    1701,    to  ereB 
and  fettle    a    Corporation    with   a 
perpetual  fucceffion,  by   the  name   of  Tue  So- 
ciety   FOR    THE    Propagation    of   the 
Gospel   in  Foreign    Parts;  for    the  re- 
ceiving, managing^   and  dijpofng  of  the  contri- 
butions of  fuch  perfons  as  would  be  induced  to 
extend  their  charity  towards  the  Maintenance  of 
a   Learned  and  an  Orthodox  Clergy,  and  the 
making  of  fuch  other  provifion  as  might  be  necefary 
for  the  Propagation  of  the  Gofpel  in  Foreign  Parts, 
upon  information,   that  in  many  of  our  Plan- 
tations,  Colonies,    and  Factories  be- 
yond the  feas,  the  provifion  for  Minijiers  was 
meany    and  many  other  of  our  /aid  Planta- 
tions,   Colonies,    and  Factories,    were 
-Li^hoUy  unprQ'-c'hkd  of  a  maintenance  for  Miiiiflers, 
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and  the  public  worjhip  of  God-,  and  that,  fdr  lack 
of  fupport  and  maintenan  e  of  fucht  many  of 
bis  loving  fubje6ls  wanted  th"  adminijiration  of 
Gods  Word  and  Sacraments,  and  Jeemed  to  be 
abandoned  to  Atheifm  and  Infidelity^  and  others  of 
them  to  Popifi  Superfition  and  Idolatry. 

The  Society  was  com  \  by  the  Chartefy 
of  the  Chief  Prelates  aL,  Dignitaries  of  the 
Church,  and  of  feveral  Lords  and  eminent  per- 
fons  in  the  State,  with  a  power  to  eledt,  from 
time  to  time,  fuch  others  to  be  Members  of 
the  Corporation,  as  they,  or  the  major  part 
of  them,  fhould  think  beneficial  to  their  charit- 
able defigns,  to  receive  the  donations  of  all 
charitable  and  v^^ell-difpofcd  perfons  towards  this 
moj>  pious  defign :  And  thro'  an  elpecial  blef- 
fing  this  ivork  of  the  Lord  hath  all  along  profpered 
in  their  hands. 

The  Society,  as  their  Charter  direds,  give  an 
annual  account  to  the  Lord  High  Chancellor, 
the  Lord  Chief  Juftice  of  the  Kings  Bench,  and 
the  Lord  Chief  Juftice  of  the  Common  Pleas,  of 
the  feveral  fums  of  money  by  them  received, 
and  laid  out,  and  of  the  management  and  dif- 
pofition  of  the  revenues  of  the  Corporation : 
an  Abftradt  of  which,  and  of  their  proceedings, 
they  annually  publifh,  and  take  this  opportunity 
of  returning  their  moft  hearty  thanks  for  the 
particular  Benefadions  which  were  received 
hi  the  year  1813,  w«.

1817^ 
acquaints  the  Society  that  his  health  is  much 
better  fincc  his  return  from  Jamaica,  and  he  is 
now  able  to  perform  Divine  Service  twice  every 
Sunday,  and  to  c?itechife  .the  Children  (upwarde 
ot  70)  on  Sundays  and  Wednefdays.     That  he 
always  meets  attentive  Congregations  at  Cle- 
ments, where  the  Church  is  in  good  order,  and 
they  being  at  length  enabled  by  the  bounty  of 
Oovernment  and  the  Society,  with  the  fub- 
fcriptions  of  the  Parishioners,  intend  to  erea:  a 
new  Church,  the  prefent  one  not  being  worth 
repairing.      The    Schools  flourifh.     He  tranf. 
mits    this    Notitia  lor   the  laft    fix  months: 
Baptifms    25;    Marriages    12;    Burials     10; 
Communicants  70. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Shreve,  Mifiionaryat  Luneri- 
burgh,  has  acquainted  the  Society  in  his  letter 
of  the  30th  of  December,  181 2,  that  at  the 
particular   rcqueft   of  the  inhabitants  he  had

20  miles  to  the  weft,  and  preached  to  a  Con- 
grcption  of  300  pcrfonsi  and  during  his  ftay 
of  two  days,  had  baptifed  15  Children  and  i 
Adult.     He  was   credibly  informed,  that  not 
one  half  of  that  Congregation  had  ever  before 
heard  a  Miniftcr  of  the  Church  of  England, 
nor  feen  a  Common  Prayer  book,  being  moftly 
Pi!cft)yterians  from  the  North  of  Ireland.  That 
many  have  iincc  repaired  to  Lunenburtr  to  par- 
take of  the  Lord's  Supper,  and  intend  to  ercdt 
a  Church,  and  to  qualify  themfelves  in  other 
refpcfts,  in  order  to  obtain  a  Miffionary.     64 
heads  of  families  have  fubfcribed  .£140;  and 
nearly  as  many  more  have  ligniiied  the   fame 
intention.     Mr.  Shreve  is  happy  to  inform  the 
Society  that  the  Church  at  Lunenburgh  con- 
tinues to  increafe  :    5  new  Communicants  have 
joined  in  the  courfe  of  the  year.     His  Nodtia 
for  1 812  is    as  follows:   Baptifms  63}  Mar- 
riages  If  J    Burials/;    Communicants    151; 
Children  catechifed  38.     The  Society  will  be 
glad  to  hear  of  the  progress  and  completion  of 
the  new  Church. 

Mr.  Weeks,  Mifiionary  at  Guyfborough, 
writes  to  the  Society  in  his  letter  of  the  i8th 
Noveniber,  181 2,  that  the  new  Church  is  in 
great  forwardnefs.  The  frame,  which  is  a  re- 
markable good  one,  was  ereded  in  Auguft, 
181 2.     In  the  courfe  of  the  fummer  he  made 

two 
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two  paftoral  vifits  :  one  to  the  Gut  of  Canzo, 
where  he  baptifed  lo  Children,  and  preached 
once;  the  other  to  Dorchefter,  where  he 
baptifed  13  Children,  and  preached  twice. 
Since  his  laft  account  of  May  5th,  he  has 
baptifed  69  -,  but  married  only  two  couple  i  gind^ 
buried  7. 

The  Society  have  not  yet  been  able  tofupply 
the  vacant  Miffions  of  Aylesford,  Wilmot, 
Digby  Rawdon,  and  Douglas.  No  letter  has 
been  received  from  Mr.  Rowland,  Miflioaary 
at  Shelburne. 


New  Brunfvvick. 

It  is  with  much  concern  that  the  Society 
have  received  information  that  Dr.  Byles,  their 
old  and  valuable  Miffionary  at  St.  John''  has 
become  incapable  of   performing  the  'ic 

fervices  of  his  Church,  by  the  lofs  of  hght  in 
both  eyes  by  a  cataract;  in  confequencc  of 
which  the  whole  duty  devolves  upon  his  affift- 
ant,  Mr.  Viets.  The  Dodor  however  hopes 
that  he  may  ftill  be  ferviceablc  in  fome  degree 
by  fuperintending  the  Miffion.  Since  July  laft, 
the  Baptifms  have  beer.  71;  Marriages  51; 
aad  Funerals  ij. 
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The  Rkv.  Mr.  Scovil,  Miffionary  at  King- 
fton.  New  fifunfwick.  has  tranfmittcd,  in  his 
letter  of  July  13th.  1813,  the  following  fatis- 
fadbry^ccount  of  his  Miffion.     That  the  peo- 
ple of  rhelcvcral  parilhes  under  his  charge,  arc 
In  general  attentive  to  the  Ordinances  oi  Re- 
ligion.   He  has  very  refpccfbable  Congregations, 
though  many  have  ten  or  twelve  miles  to  come 
to  Cnurch.     The  Church  at  Hampton  is  not 
yet  x:ompleated,  but  is  very  comfortabfe  both 
in  fummer  and   winter.     The  Inhabitants  of 
that  pari^  have  done  much  for  the  promotion 
of  public  worship.     They  have  done  more,  ac- 
cording to  their  abilities,  than  any  other  parifh 
in  the  province,  and  they  are  willing  to  con- 
tribute towarr's  the  fupport  of  a   Miflion,  if 
one  could  be  opened  between  Hampton   and 
Norton.    King's  county  is  very  extcnfive,  being 
fixty  miles  in  length,  and  divided  into  feveral 
large  parities.     He  has  hitherto  vifited  Spring- 
field and  Hampton  once  a  month  each,  and 
Weftficld  and  Greenwich  once  a   ye=ir.     He 
has  leafed  out  fome  of  the  glebe  lands  in  King- 
ilon  for  feven  years,  on  condition  of  their  being 
cleared  of  the  timber,  put  under  fence,  and 
laid  down  to  grafs  at    the  expiration  of  the 
tc-Ti.     In  the  year  paft  he  has   baptifed  ^j 
ChiLdren,  and  i  black  Ad-lt;  married  22  cou- 
pler and  bi-ied  5;  Communicants  at  King- 
ilon  1405  at  Springfield  30  j  at  Hampton  50. 

By 
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^y  a    lettQr   rece. /ed   from    the    Rev.    Mr 
Arnold,  MilTioflary  at  SulTex  Vale,   &c    dated 
January  3d,  1814,  the  Society  find  that  fevcral 
of  his  letters  have  never  reached  them,  which 
contained  the  following  information.     That  in 
the  fummer  of  181 1,  he  made  an  excurfion 
Jnto    the   county  of  Weflmorland,   where,  he 
preached  at  Sackville,  and  at  Dorchefter,  and 
baptifed   2  children.       He  repeated    the  vilit 
tlie  next  year,  and  went  as  far  as  Windfor  in 
Nova  Scotia,    and   preached    in    his    way    at 
Parfborough,  to  which  place  from  Suflcx  Vale, 
is    a  diitance   of    140   miles  throuj^h   a  thick 
fettled  country,  without  a  fingle  ^Cler^vman 
of  the  eftabliOied  Church.  "" 

The  Church  at  Norton  ha«?  been  enclofcd, 
and  the  Inhabitants  ha  met  in  it  for  Divinb 
Service,  the  floor  has  '  ;en  laid,  and  a  feat  and 
reading  defk  erefted  _or  the  Minifter.  He  re. 
quelts  a  Bible  and  Prayer-book  for  that  Church, 
and  a  few  fmall  Bibles  and  Prayer-books,  and 
religious  tradls  for  the  people  of  Norton, 
which  the  Society  have  fent  him.  He  officiates 
every  fourth  Sunday  there  in  fummer,  and 
occaiionally  in  winter. 

As  he  fufpedts  that  other  letters  of  his  to 
the  Society  have  mifcarricd,  he  tranfmits  the 
following  Notitias,  viz.  For  the  year  181 1, 
Baptifms24j  Marriages  173  Burials  3.  For 
t8i2,  Baptifms  38  Infants,  and  i  Adult; 
Marriages  12;  Burials  2. 
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Upper  and  Lower  Canada. 

The  Lord  Bifliop  of  Quebec,  in  his  feveral 
letters  to  the  Society,  has  reprefented  very 
ftrongly  the  inconveniencies  and  difficulties 
which  are  felt  in  his  diocefe,  from  the  rmall 
number  of  Clergymen  to  fupply  the  fpiritual 
wants  of  thoufands  of  Proteftants,  who  are 
defirous  of  obtaining  Minifters  of  our  Church. 
In  the  Lower  Province  efpecially,  four  or  five 
additional  Clergymen  are  wanted  :  and  in  the 
Upper,  the  want  is  ftill  more  urgent,  where 
there  are  at  prefent  but  fix  Clergymen  of  the 
eftablifhment,  and  it  is  underftood,  that  the 
Governor  of  that  province  is  not  authorized 
to  pay  falaries  to  more,  without  having  au- 
thority from  the  Government  h'^re.  The 
Rev.  John  Gunter  Weagant,  who  was  ordained 
laH:  year  by  the  Bifhop,  and  recommended  by 
him  to  be  put  upon  the  Society's  lift  of  Mif- 
fionaries,  as  foon  as  a  Miflion  could  be  found 
for  him,  with  the  ufual  falary  nf  £^o  .  vvas 
loon  after  appointed  the  Minifter  at  WilHamf- 
burgh  and  Ofnaburgh,  with  the  Government 
falary  of  ^loo  a  year,  without  any  intimation 
that  it  was  intended  to  be  temporc>ry ;  but 
upon  Mr.  Baldwyn's  appointment  to  Cornwall, 
the  falary  was  withdrawn  from  Mr.  Wea-rant. 
In  confcquence  of  which  the  Bifliop  requeued 
that  he  might  have  the  falary  for  the  Miffion 
of  Erneil  Town,  vacated  by  the  rengnation  of 

Mr. 
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Mr.  John  Langhorn,  on  account  of  his  ?reat 
;;S^»  ^^"t  bodily   infirmities,   which   rendered 
him  difablcd  from  the  performance  of  the  du- 
ties of  his  office.     The  Bifhop  has  given  his 
teftimony  to  his  zeal  and  regularity.     He  h-o, 
fpent  twenty-five  years  in  the  Society's  fervice. 
The  Society  have  confirmed  this  appointment, 
and  likewife  ordered  a  fupply  of  books   for 
Mr.  Weagant,  which  he  had  defired,   both  for 
himielf,   and  for  diftribution  among  his    pa- 
nlhioners.   He  gives  this  account  of  Williamf 
burgh,  that  it  contains  one  hundred  and  thirty 
taniihes  ;    the  people  have  ereded  a  Church 
and  aparfonage  houfe  ;  the  Congregation  is  nu- 
merous, and  the  communicants  many. 

The  Bifliop,  when  he  wrote  to  the  Society 
on   the  5th  November  laft,   was  recently   re- 
turned,  after  an  abfence   of  more  than   three 
months,  from  confirming  in  every  part  of  his 
diocefe,     not    actually    in    polTeffion    of     the 
enemy,  where  a  Minifter  is  eftablifhed.      He 
found  the  Clergy  doing  every  thing  that  can  be 
expected  from   them,  under  the  difadvata^e- 
ous   circumftances  in  which   they  are  placed 
The  Bifliop  adds,  that  Mr.  Baldwyn  is  fettled 
at  Cornwall,  and  appears  to   be  very  accept- 
able to  the  people.  ^ 

The  Rev.  George  Okill  Stuart,  Mi/Tion;  ry  at 
Kingfton,  vx  Lower  Canada,  acquaints  the  So- 
ciety, m  his  letter  of  the  29th  of  March, 
10 13,  that  having  been  appointed  to  the  cure 

^2  of 
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of  Kingfton,  and  the  charge  of  the  Mohawk 
Indians,  he  had  been  eniployed  in  thofe  of- 
fices, fincc  Auguft,  i8i2,  and  had  alfo,  by 
the  favour  and  approbation  of  the  Biihop,  been 
appointed  Eccleliaftical  Commiflary  of  Upper 
Canada,  and  to  the  feveral  offices  which  hi: 
late  father  had  fuftained.  He  cannot,  he  fays, 
help  expreffing  the  fenfations  of  forrow  he  felt 
at  parting  with  a  people  with  whom  he  had 
lived  happily  for  thirteen  years. 

He  vilited  the  Mohawk  Indians  in  the  vil- 
lage at  the  Bay  of  Kenti,  laft  month,  and 
preached  in  their  Church,  on  Monday,  the  28th 
of  February,  and  having  previoully  vifitcd 
feveral  families,  and  the  fchoolof  the  Mo'uwk 
children,  he  had  the  opportunity  of  making 
fome  arrangements  that  will  prove  beneficial, 
and  worthy  the  approbation  of  the  Society. 
A  fober,  prudent  Indian,  by  name,  John 
Green,  is  the  Schoolmafter.  In  confequence 
of  his  Uicful  fervices,  Mr.  Stuart  has  advifed 
him  to  draw  upon  the  Society's  Treafurer,  for 
half  a  year's  falary,  from  July  ift,  1812,  to 
January  ilt,  18 13,  hoping,  at  the  fame  time, 
that  the  Society  will  continue  to  him  a  falary 
of  X'20  a  year.  An  Indian  alfo,  whofe  name 
is  John  Hill,  is  the  Mohawk  reader,  vvhofc 
fervices  on  Sundays  is  very  acceptable  to  them  j 
and  he  has  advifed  him  to  draw  for  X*J»  ^^  the 
rate  of  ^lo  per  annum. 

His  convi<^ion  of  the  utility  of  thefe  ap- 
pointments has  induced  him  to  give  thefe  di- 
redions,   and  to  render  the   benefit  of  them 
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more  certain  ;  a  quantity  of  Prayer-books,  and 
Spelling  books  or  primers,  in  the  Mohawk 
language,  would  be  very  defirablc.  The  So- 
ciety have  accordingly  complied  with  his  -c- 
queft. 

K5»The  Society  taking  into  their  ferious  con- 
fidcration  the  ahfolute  neceffity  there  is,  that 
fuch  Clergymen,  as  are  fent  abroad,  fhould 
be  duly  qualified  for  the  work  to  which  they 
are  appointed,  defire  every  one,  who  recom- 
mends any  perfon  to  them  for  that  purpofe, 
to  teftify  his  knowlege,  as  to  the  following 
particulars :  •

9.  His    conformity  to  the    dodrine    and 

difcipline  of  the  Church  of  England. 
And  the  Society  requell  all  perfons  concerned, 
that  they  recommend  no  man  out  of  favour  or 
affedion,  or  any  other  worldly  confideration,  but 
with  afincere  regard  to  the  honour  of  Almighty 
God,  and  our  bleifed  Saviour  j  as  they  tender 

the 
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the  intereft  of  the  Chriftian  Religion,  and  the 
good  of  mens  foals. 

But  if  any  perfon  (hould  appear  abroad  in 
the  character  of  a  Clergyman  of  the  Church  of 
England,  and  difgrace  that  profcffion  by  im- 
proper behaviour,  the  Society  defire  their  friends 
to  examine,  if  they  can,  into  his  Letters  of 
Orders,  and  to  infpedl  the  lift  of  the  Mif- 
fionaries  annually  publi(hcd  by  the  Society,  by 
which  if  it  fliould  be  found,  that  he  came 
thither  with  their  knowledge,  they  will,  upon 
due  information,  put  away  from  tbem  that  wicked 
per/m,^
